SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1. In March 1949 Edgar Thibodeau was appointed Road Agent 
and given complete responsibility of caring for all town roads un- 
der the supervision of the Board of Selectmen. The Board feels that 
this system is a decided improvement over the old method. 


2. New copper water pipes have been installed throughout the 
Town Hall and a new entrance water line has been installed by the 
Water Company. 


3. A Zoning committee consisting of Carol S. Hall, Chairman, 
Chester Davis, Jesse Metcalfe, Harry Greenleaf, Mrs. Augusta Bean, 
Secretary, was appointed and is working on recommendations to be 
presented to the voters. 


4. The Road to Naticook Lake has been added to the Town 
Road System. 


5. New Street lights were installed during 1949 as follows: Two 
in Thornton’s Ferry, two in South Merrimack. Sodium lights have 
been installed on U.S. Route 3 at the Library corner and at the 
bridge corner by International Shoe for traffic safety measures. The 
cost of the sodium light at the Library corner is being charged to 
the Police Department appropriation. 


6. The Herzog property near the Bedford line which has been 
carried on the Town books for many years was sold for $200.00 to 
Mrs. Rhoda deNicola. 


7. ‘Tinker Road and Wilson Hill Road to Amherst have been 
given a six inch covering of gravel with Town Road Aid Funds 
from the state. It is planned to surface treat these two roads next 
year. 


8. The main sewer line in Merrimack village from the Trading 
Post to the bridge was relocated and an eight inch pipe installed. 
This installation was made upon the request of the State Board of 
Health.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Merrimack School Board: 
I herewith submit my first brief report on your school system. 


The crisis in public education has been receiving nation-wide 
publicity. This crisis is upon us because of a rapidly increasing birth 
rate, a reluctance to raise teachers’ salaries in line with wages in 
industry, the inability to construct needed new buildings during and 
immediately following the war and building booms in towns near 
larger cities. 


In surveying your own system to see how well it is equipped to 
meet this crisis, one can’t help from feeling considerable alarm. All 
available class room space is now not only overtaxed but actually 
overflowing. This year grades one to five have been very comfort- 
ably taken care of. The Town Hall provided a place for the sixth 
grade and would have been adequate for a small number of pupils 
but several sixth graders have moved into town causing a serious 
over-crowding of the room. 


The conditions under which grades seven to twelve are work- 
ing is anything but good. Whereas such a condition might be toler- 
ated for a year, it could not be allowed to continue for an indefinite 
period without causing serious educational lack to the youngsters in- 
volved. Every possible effort should be made to reconcile the dif- 
ferences of opinion that exist in the town so that more adequate 
facilities can be provided. 


On the brighter side the South Merrimack school continues to 
adequately serve the elementary children of that section of the dis- 
trict. 


The teachers in your system deserve a well earned word of 
commendation for their faithfulness under very trying conditions. 
This is especially true of the teachers in grades six to twelve but 
there is also some overcrowding in the lower grades. In spite of the 
difficulties encountered I have seen many examples of excellent 
teaching this past half year. Their spirit of cheerfulness and deter- 
mination to do a good job in face of all obstacles has been truly 
amazing. 
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In conclusion, I should like to thank the School Board for the 
fine cooperation shown me thus far. No time or effort has been 
spared in trying to arrive at a happy conclusion to the many prob- 
lems facing the Board in its attempt to provide a good education to 
the Merrimack children. It is a real inspiration to work with a 
School Board and teachers who seem to have the best interests of 
the children at heart and are willing to give these interests a first 
place in their thinking.

The second Annual Child Health and Immunization Clinic | 
was held at the village church under the direction of the State De- 
partment of Health, and with the cooperation of members of the 
South Village Club, on May 5, 1949.

The annual Child Health Examination and Immunization

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VITAL STATISTICS 
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FOREST FIRES — OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless with 
it. This is particularly true of fires in and near woodlands. Official 
figures show that more than 98 percent of all forest fires result from 
human carelessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we may 
say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects far 
reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the forests, the 
protection forests provide for game and the supply of ground water. 
They upset local economies by drawing men from gainful employ- 
_ ment and requiring expenditure of public funds to extinguish them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping the 
size of fires small but the number of fires is increasing. In 1949 there 
were 100 more fires in New Hampshire than in 1948, but they 
burned 500 acres less. For the warden and his deputies to do the 
job they are capable of, they must have the cooperation of the 
public — YOU! 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is PREVENTION— 
fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your local forest fire 
warden and his deputies are constantly working. It can be achieved 
ONLY if YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is 
worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being particu- 
larly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the warden when 
the ground is not covered with snow. 


3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with burning 
requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected and 
aiding him to extinguish it. 
Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate our most 
shameful waste.
